men. 
We 
are 


aware that many 
persons 
regard 
the 


word extracted and stra ned as syuon- 
amous 
terms, 
meaning 
the 
same 


thing. 
This is a 
great error, as the 


two terms have a separate 
meaning. 


Extract as 
used 
in this connection 


means 
thrown or drawn 
out by cen- 


trifugal force, while 
strained 
means 


to filter. 
Extracted 
honey 
is thrown 


out of the comb 
by machinery, and 


does outcome iv contact with the bee- 
bread, or any 
other 
substance 
that 


may be deposited 
in 
the comb, and 


consequently 
the flavor is unsullied 


and 
the 
honey 
perfectly 
pure. 


Strained honey is commonly strained 
or filtered 
through 
a cloth 
and 
is 


brought 
in 
contact 
with 
the 
bee- 


bread 
and all other substances 
in the 


comb, which destroys 
the flavor and 


renders itan indifferent quality. 
We 


frequently notice 
in our Market re- 


ports that the word strained 
is used 


in place of extracted. 
They mean two 


separate 
and distinct kinds of honey. 


We trust that 
grave errors 
of this 


Rind will not again 
make 
their ap- 


pearance in our column. 


We owe an apology to some of our

The San Diego Honey Interest. 


Dana 
C. Pearson, 
correspondent 
of 


the Resources of California, has lately 
been examining the honey interest of 
San Diego. 
He writes as follows: 


From 
Mr. J. 8. Harbison, the pio- 
neer bee man of Southern California, 
and probably the most scientific and 
best apiarian Io the country, we gath- 
ered 
the following facts: He took the 
first bees into this county iv the Fall 
of 1860, and the last six years have de- 
veloped this important industry to an 
almost 
incredible extent. 
One year 


ago we reported the number of stands 
in the county at 
10,000. 
Now there 
are, to begin this very promising 
sea- 
son with, not less than 14,000 hives of 
bees 
in the 
county. 
Alter getting 
back 
twenty to thirty miles from the 
coast the country is quite broken and 
hilly, approaching 
to mountainous, 
almost every ravine affording a little 
stream; 
the 
hills are 
covered with 
bushes 
loaded with blossoms 
much of 
the time, and the whole 
country is 
covered with white sage?the 
best bee 
feed 
in the world. 
From 
this line 
back tor sixty miles or more, the bee 
men 
have settled in every little nook 


where water and 
other facilities are 


afforded 
to establish 
an apiary, and 
this is soon 
to become 
the 
greatest 
honey producing 
section, perhaps, 
in 
the world. 
The honey produced 
here 
excels all other found 
in Eastern 
or 


Western 
markets, 
being clearer and 
more 
beautiful 
in appearance, 
and 
freer from that harsh,strong 
taste usu- 
ally experienced in eating this luxury 
of our table. 
The propagation of bees 
here 
is wonderful. 
If left 
to them- 
selves and facilities afforded they will 
increase ro an incredible extent. 
We 
have heard of eight stands increasing 
to eighty-one, and auother case of Aye 
stands 
increasing 
to fifty-fouriv one 
season. 
Mr. Chas. 
hox, in the city, 


said to us: "About seventeen 
months 
ago I selected a nice place, fifty miles 
from here, for my apiary. I had sixty 
stands of bees, 
and although a poor 
year Irealized four and one-half tons 
?8,100 pounds?from 
them. 
I expect 
ten tons this year from 
my apiary. 


When I located 
there were only two 
families within four miles of me, now 
our neighborhood 
contains 
twelve 
families?in 
all eighty people. 
We 
expect to sell $30,000 worth of honey 
from our apiaries this year." 


Mr. W. J. Clark 
of Poway 
Valley 
realized from one stand of Italian bees 
in the improved Harbison hive, three 
and one-fourth cases of comb honey? 
238 pounds, and 48 pouuds of strained 
honey. 
Total number of pounds, 286, 
which he sold for $39.06. 


Mr. Harbison, in 
1874, sold 75 tons 


?150,000 
pounds?of 
honey 
from 800 
stands. 
He has shipped iv one season 
eight car loads to Chicago. 
Last year 


was a poor honey year, aud he turned 
his attention to propagating scientific- 
ally. 
He has for six years been study* 
ing how to control 
the 
swarming of 
his bees, to prevent the increase when 
he wishes to, and he believes 
he has 
succeeded. 
He has patented his theo- 


ry and has full confidence in his suc- 
cess, adding so much 
to science 
and 


practical art in this great and growing 
Industry. 
This has cost him $2,000. 
If this 
industry 
offered 
nothing 


more 
than 
to furnish 
snug 
little 


homes, 
as 
it does, for hundreds 
of 


families, with usually a rich garden 
spot and 
a little fruit orchard, it is 


important, 
but 
in addition 
to this 
their apiaries are very profitable. 
Mr. 


Harbison has six apiaries, numbering 
2,000 hives of bees. 
He has consider- 
able land at each place. 
Athis Sweet- 
water apiary he has 
360 acres. 
He is 


there farmiug 30 acres. 
He farms in 
all 200 acres. 
He has 
800 fruit trees 
planted. 
His young trees 
last year 
made a growth of six to eight feet. 
The honey product of this county in 


187% (a poor year) was 
528,390 pounds, 


as near as we could ascertain from the 
shipping 
books 
and 
other 
sources. 
Mr. 
W. W. Stewart, 
President 
of 


the Chamber of Commerce, 
puts it at 


550,000 pounds. 


Parasites 
on Bees. 


At the last meeting of tbe St. Louis 


Academy of Sciences, Professor 
C. V. 
Riley, tbe presedent, 
read 
a commu- 


nication from G. W. Barnes, 
of San 


Diego, Cal., in relation 
to parasites 


found ULon bees in that State. 
Tbe 


parasite was described as the co'or of 
a flaxseed, and easily distinguished 
by 


the naked eye. 
Itappeats usually un- 


der the wing of the 
bee, and 
adheres 


with considerable 
tenacity. 
It occa- 


sionally crawls all over the bee, and is 
quite agile in its movements. 
The 


bees afflicted with the vermin become 
agitated 
and 
move rapidly over the 


comb, frequently dying with injuries. 
The parasites 
were first noticed there 


last year, 
and 
have 
again 
appeared 


this 
season, 
giving 
considerable 


trouble in large Hjpiaries. 
Specimens 
of the 
insects 
afflicted accompanied 


the letter; 
aud 
Professc r Riley said 


the parasite 
was the larvee of the blis- 


ter beetle. 
It was well known 
that 


these larvae attach 
themselves 
to bees 


and were 
thus carried 
into the hive, 


where they usually left the grown bee 
and attacked ihe 
larvse. 
Prof 
Riley 


had 
no 
Iefoie 
heard 
that these in* 


sects injured the fullydeveloped bees. 
The information 
was 
valuable, if re-

of the richest and most prosperous 
on 


the continent, 
and 
one 
of historic 


memory. 
We learn that hundreds of 


families are rendered 
homeless, 
and 


that a million dollars worth of prop- 
erty has been destroyed, 
hundreds 
of 


families rendered 
houseless 
etc. 
This 


is a aad tale both ina pecuniary and a 
humanitarian 
point of view, and 
is 


suggestive of a question as to whether 
in the construction 
of buildings 
the 


proper rules of architecture 
are 
ob- 


served and the rules of philosophy 
re- 


garded that are calculated 
to protect 


the interests of property holders. This 
is a matter that peculiarly 
interests 


the underwiiters, and will in tbe end 
result in a reform in 
the 
method 
of 


constructing buildings and laying out 
cities. 
Probably there is no city in 


Che Union that was more substantial- 
ly constructed 
than Boston, 
and 
yet 


when attacked 
by the 
fiery element 


the better portion of the business 
dis- 


trict fell Defore the flames like tinder, 
though 
many 
of 
tbe edifices 
were 


built of the best 
of Quincy 
granite. 


The system of architecture 
has of late 


been much discussed 
and for densely 


populated cities the mansard roof has 
been discarded. 
This has 
been

garded as one of tne 
most 
dangerou-i 


features 
of 
building. 
Another 


rule should 
be 
adopted, 
particular- 


ly in cities 
that 
have 
not 
exten- 


sive 
means 
of 
protection 
against 


fire. 
The limits within which frame 


buildings should be permitted 
should 


be so contracted 
as to prevent the pres- 


ence of inftamable matter in the shape 
of frame structures 
in the heart 
of a 


large and populous city. 
In Quebec 


there 
were 
a 
large 
number ofsuch 


buildings iv the quarter in which the 
fire originated, 
lv Chicago 
the case 


was 
the 
same, 
and 
in many other 


places there are the same 
opportuni- 


ties offered by mismanagement 
for 


similar occurrences. 
There is no 
im- 


munity from the wrath 
of the 
fiery 


element and these 
occurrences 
teach 


us that too great precaution cannot be 
taken in this regard. 
It becomes 
our 


own authorities 
to see to it, iv these 


days 
of great 
disasters, 
that there 


shall be nothing left undone 
in the 


way of precautionary measures for the 
protection of both property 
and 
life. 


This is the fourth 
warning that 
we 


have had during hut a few years, 
aud 


we should heed it here at home.
